THE SOURCE AND AMOUNT 


The data herein presented were 
secured from seven village schools, 
seven centralized schools, and fifty- 
seven rural schools Franklin County, 
Ohio. Replies were received from 2,599 
pupils. Table shows the distribution 
the replies according grade, sex, 
and type school. 


THE FINDINGS 


Median number books read.— 
Table shows that girls read more 
books than boys and that the older 
boys and girls read the greater number 
books. every grade the median 
number books read the girls 
greater than the median number read 
the boys. 
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The original tabulation, which 
omitted because the space limited, 
shows that for all grades the boys and 
girls the village schools read 
average 13.6 books; the centralized 
schools, 12.4 the rural 
schools, 12.7 books. This indicates 
that the type school has little, 
any, influence the amount read- 
ing done the boys and the girls. 


The total number different books 
read.—An examination the titles 
the books read reveals some inter- 
esting facts. The analysis was made 
grade and sex.

The classroom the focus the 
educational system. There the policies 
the school find their ultimate appli- 
cation. There the aims education 
are realized, the curriculum put into 
practice, the teacher’s training, expe- 
rience, and personality exert their influ- 
ence, and all things educational, from 
finance custodial care, are brought 
the acid test. 


with supervision. There are 
many supervisory activities which are 
designed have general effect among 
large group teachers; and, al- 
though the effectiveness these 
measures determined, the last 
analysis, according their use the 
classroom, there least one set 
activities the part the supervisor 
which actually take place the pres- 
ence the teacher and the pupils. 
When the supervisor visits the class- 
room, the processes are 
once thrust into the teacher-pupil 
situation. these processes are 
important, they become doubly 
when conducted the classroom. 

What, then, you, the supervisor, 
when you visit classroom? 
particular, what plans you make, 
and what you expect see? Per- 
haps you not make any plans. Per- 
haps you just visit. this the case, 
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suggest that you try the efficacy 
little preliminary thinking. Decide, 
the first place, what material you 
want the teacher have her desk 
readiness for you. The following has 
been found helpful: teaching 
schedule, copy which should also 
the supervisor’s office; plan 
book written for the day and open 
the page which the plan the 
present lesson appears; seating plan 
the room, preferably with the pu- 
pils’ names inserted; the 
register, and such other child-account- 
ing records the school system au- 
thorizes for teachers’ use. 


the second place, the supervisor 
can, and should, make ready for the 
visit, series visits, which con- 
templates. Everything gained 
planning for this work. For exam- 
ple, particular visit generally has, 
should have, its place series 
visits, that is, more general plan. 
The supervisor perhaps concen- 
trating geography arithmetic. 
This would plan according sub- 
ject. the other hand, the supervisor 
may plan with reference single 
systems both the subject and the 
grade type planning may utilized. 
Again, the supervisor may plan with 
reference certain types teachers, 
for example, the beginners, the ones 
who need particular kind help, 
the ones who are coming for re- 
newal license, the ones who 
have requested the advice the 
supervisor.

Very clearly supervisor were 
going devote several days, even 
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weeks, the supervision geography, 
his plans should contemplate the read- 
ing books and articles the teach- 
ing geography. 

our judgment supervisor should 
provide himself with two types 
material use connection with his 
classroom visits; first, list topics 
observe; and second, form 
adapted the timing classroom 
activities. not mean that the 
supervisor will always use these two 
forms, but feel sure that will 
frequently find them advan- 
tage. 

What supervisor does while the 
classroom important from three 
points view: first, important 
its direct influence upon the teacher 
and the pupils; second, important 
because affords means checking 
up—of finding out the extent which 
policies are being successfully carried 
out the classroom; and third, 
important point departure for 
helpful, constructive criticism 
made individual and group con- 
ferences. 

The things that supervisor does 
the classroom consist, for the most 
part, series observations, and 
these are both subjective and objec- 
tive. Subjective observations are cov- 
ered such items the appearance 
the room, the general attitude 
the class, the spirit cooperation, the 
attitude the teacher, her prepara- 
tion for the recitation, the preparation 
the pupils for the recitation. Objec- 
tive considerations are frequently not 
important subjective considera- 
tions, but they have the very great 
advantage definiteness. suggest 
one the problems classroom 
supervision the determination the 
extent which concrete objective data 
may secured—data which will 
significant from either both two 
points view, namely, their intrinsic 
importance their importance 
indices things more fundamental. 
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lately listed some the things 
which could obtained objec- 
tive basis during classroom visitation. 
submit that, majority these 
items were secured, data classroom 
visitation would least better un- 
derstood than frequently the case. 
The following list offered without 
further comment: time used get- 
ting started; time used nonin- 
structional activities, such dis- 
tributing material, passing the 
blackboard, and collecting papers;

The writer has found that the stim- 
ulus furnished prepared classroom 
visits, justifies the practice letting 
teachers know advance, when visits 
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are made. Such practice min- 
imizes the inspectional character 
visitation, and definitely establishes 
the sincerity the principal’s motive 
improve instruction. Furthermore, 
since recitations carried under these 
conditions, are nearly always good, 
the principal invariably finds some- 
thing commend, and thereby further 
strengthens the confidence his 
teachers. Thus, instruction brought 
higher level and cumulative 
enthusiasm for better teaching 
established.
